| In his butcher's shoo in the littie Al- 
bertan village of Trochu, not far from the 
foochills of the Canadian Rockies, I met 
the other day a man who unfolded to me 

a little epic of the war—Major Leon Eck- 
enfelder, that battalion commande r of the 
French army whom. Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle visited in the Argonne aud to whom 
be makes striking reference in bis history 
/"On Three Fronts.’ I had gone tnto the 
butcher's shop in Trochu to {nquire my 
j way about the vilage I waited a few 
minutes while the proprictor sliced and 
| parcelled a round steak for Lis customer, 
jan outlying rancher. J heard the butcher 
quietly assure his inquisitive patron that 
he had indeed been “three years batlallon 
commander in the Argonne,” 1 edged 
closer to the counter, ‘This village butcher 
in central Alberta a major in the army 
of France? I -was to learn by dint of 
questioning that brought, sometimes, an 
answer, ®ut more often a modest apd non- 
committal shrug of .he shoulders, that he 
bad been more than that: a Chevalier of 
the Legion of Houor, a member of the 
Military Mission of France to the United 
States, with the Croix de Guerre aud two 
“citations’ for “incomparable conduct 
while ir command o f his battalion.” 

Accustomed as I was to the speedy 
“re-establishment” of Canadian soldiers, 
I was sufprised, and when the garrulous 
rancher left with his pound of steak I said 
so. My friend the butcher smiled in evi- 
dent embarrassment. 

“Yes, it is true,’ he said, takin g off his 
,apron aud coming from bebind*his block 
to shake my band, “I was Major Ecken- 
| felder. Now, you see, I am Eckenfelder 
the butcher. TI am back at work.” With 
a gesture eloquent of cther days before 
' those at Trochu, he motioned me to a seaj 
in the little room at the rear where he 
“kept the books,” and there I heard from 
}too-modest iips the marvellous story of a 
{Canadian ranching village.

_|course of time that will occur, per- 
haps it is better that it should 
occur soon, and it may be that this 
appeal will do something to help 
it along, 

But there is room to hope that 
so far as the scientists of ‘the 
Allied world are concerned they 
will not continue the resumption 
of friendly relations to mean the 
particular kind of relations which 
‘jexisted between them and the 
| German scientists before the war. 
“1Germany in those days was the 


Jeovery, and also in the applieca- 
Mitions of scientific knowledge to 
4 practical -affairs. So thoroughly 
was its position recognized that 
nobody thought of challenging it. 
The world looked up to the Ger- 
man scientist as to some super. 
being with an altogether uneanny 
knowledge of the hidden mysteries 
and it semed fo be the accepted 
notion that no good thing _ in 
scientifie matters was to be ex- 
peeted to come out of the non- 
German countries. 

Perhaps the Gérman scientist 
deserved this universal admission 
of superiority, and perhaps he did 
not.

No doubt he would like to 
recover the pedestal of world 
eminence from which the shock of 
war knocked him and to hear 
again the chorus of international 
praise that was disturbed by the 
crash of the guns. To put it in

TARIFF HEARS 
DIVERGING VIEWS 


Manufacturers, Fish Fishermen, Farm- 
ers and Wholesale Merchants 
State Their Cases 


Halifex, N &., Nov. 8.—(Caradian 
Press)—Sir Henry Drayton, minister 
of-finance, and Hon. G. D. Robertson, 
minister of labor, comprising the fed- 
;eral tarif? commission, epent a busy 
imorning at the provincial building 
here, getting the views of Nova Sco- 
tia on the question of “protection.” 
Groupe of representatives of the man- 
ufacturers and fishing interests, the 
farmers and the retail and wholesale 
merchants presented etatea cases to 
the commissioners. 

W. D. Piercy read the manufactur- 
ers’ brief, which opened w'th the di- 
rect assertion that the manufacturers 
ot Halifax and other parts of Nova 
Scotia, as a class, believe it to be 
in their interests, in the interests of 
the workingmen, ef the coneumerts 
and the nation as a whole, that a pol- 
icy of protection, such as has been 
enforced since 1879, should continue 
to be the policy folhowed by the gov- 
ernment of Canada. 

A. Brittain, of Montreal, vice-presi- 
| dent and general manager of the M @ 
time Fish corporation, urged the cuse, 
lof the fishing interests. 

“The best interests of the Canadian 
consumers, 4s well as those of the 
fishermen wil) be served by the con- 
tinuance of the present duty on fresh 
fish. It wil] enable ue to develop 
plans for marketing, so as to make 
at reasonable 
prices to practically all communities 
in Canada,” reads an extract from 
Brittain’s brief. 

The retai) merchants, as represented 
By their committee on the board of 
trade, lodged @ protest against the 
luxury tax at present in force, sug- 
gesting in its place the enforcement 
of a “turnover tax."
